Lieutenant Schwatka described the wAl- 


rus as "huge seals, with upper canine teeth 
prolonged into tusks." These tusks are 
usually from 1 to 2 feet in length, and 1 
havj seen some that were 2}£ and even S 
feet long. When full grown, the tusk 
weighs about five pounds. Their length does 
not seem to be dependent upon either tht 
age or size of the animal, as often a young, 
small walrus will have long tusks. The 
average weight of the animal is about a ton, 
and ours weighed between 1,800 and 1,500 
pounds. One was 10, the other 13 feet long. 
They attain, however, a length of from 1! 
to 18 feet, aud half as much around the fore 
flippers. The flippers are some 2 feet long 
and capable when extended of covering a 
considerable area and of forcing the ani- 
mal rapidly through the water. 


Walrus also use these nippers to protect

tricts, one of which Mr. Ross could 
represent in Congress. 


Tbe Republicans of Bucks and Mont- 


gomery counties do not desire a "ger- 
rymander." 
They are conscious of 


their ability to carry the district as it 
now stunds,und they are too fair-mind- 
ed to &cc k an advantage by cutting off 
the upper townships of Bucks county, 
although such a proceeding would make 
population conform more nearly to 
what it. required by the ratios of rep- 
resentation. 
It is always desirable 


that counties should remain undivided 
if it be possible, and a bill that un- 
necessarily cuts them into fragments 
for partisan purposes would justly en- 
counter a veto. 


The Poylestowu Democrat criticises 


the proposed measure very properly on 
the ground that there is "neither legal 
nor constitutional warrant for such an 
outrage." Will our neighbor display 
the same courage when Democratic 
"gerrymanders" are proposed here and 
elsewhere, and denounce them as they 
deserve to be by reputable 
men of 


both parties f They are not only dis- 
honest in principle, but they are also 
bad politics, and no party that toler- 
ates the'n can hope to retain perma- 
nently tlie respect of decent people. 
The "gerrymander" goes with the 
methods by which the Republican vote 
has been suppressed in the South, and 
it is to be hoped that the Democratic 
party may be allowed to enjoy as it has 
usually ia tbe past tbe complete mo- 
nopoly of such means of grasping 
power ia the nation.

EXHAUSTIVE MEANS ARE TAKEN TO 


PFIEVENT FORGERY. 


Note* of the Bank of England Are Barely 


Counterfeited — How the National Bank 
of Scotland Proceed* With a New Issue. 
Great Skill and Ingenuity. 
Although coins are often counterfeited, 


as the police records show, it is rare that 
aa attempt is made, in this country at least, 
to forgo a bank note. The invariable cus- 
tom of the Bank of England never to reis- 
sue notes is a strong safeguard against 
forgery, as detection would be speedy, but 
even in Scotland, where they circulate year 
in and year out until they become grimy 
and greasy, eounteifeits are seldom if ever 
heard of 
This immunity is no doubt 


mainly due U) the difficulty of reproducing 
an exact facsimile, even with all the ad- 
vance wLich l»as been made in recent years 
in photo processes^ and to the fact that the 
banks having daily exchanges the notes are 
quickly returned to the issuing bank. 


Those who produce bank notes, as well as 


th« batiks who issue them, are of course 
fully alive to the opportunities which im- 
provements in the arts offer to a skillful 
forger, and their eueigies are directed to 
counteracting those possibilities. In every 
part of the work of producing a note the 
highest technical skill and ingenuity are 
employed, aud its reproduction would not 
only baffle a tourer, but even the same 
craftsmen were they to start afresh with 
other materials could not reproduce exact 
imitation of a given note. The difference 
might be slight but it would be sufficient 
for an expeit to detect. 


The fact that the National Bank of Scot- 


land is just n6w preparing for an issue of 
fresh notes has induced us to make some 
inquiry aa to the method of their produc- 
tion. The work has been intrusted to a 
firm which hab turned out not a little of 
the paper currency of South American and 
other states. In conversation with the head 
of tlie department, a representative learned 
that the first thing to be done is of course 
to fix upon the design. 


The bank managers stated that they want- 


ed on the face of the noto a portrait of the 
Marquis of Lothian, who is governor of the 
bank, along with views of shipping on the 
Clyde, Ilolyrood palace and Edinburgh cas- 
tle, also the arms of Scotland aud of the 
bant. 
On the back there was to be a view 


of Princes street, Edinburgh, from the Cal- 
ton hill. The design was worked out by 
the artists according to these directions, 
and a very artistic note is the result. 


The object in view, however, was not 


wholly aitistic. The vignettes, and more 
especially the portrait, were introduced in 
order to make it diflicult, if not impossible, 
for forgeia to imitate the note. Even the 
most skilled engravers would be hard put 
to it to reproduce the fine lines of the for- 
mer and the expression of the latter. Aa 
portrait and landscape engraving are us 
much divided as the two branches cf the 
pamtei's ait, and^oats of arms form an- 
other speciality, 4ho work had to be in- 
trusted to several hands, each according to 
his vocation Engraving on steel is a very 
slow process indeed, and something like 
two mouths were spent in producing the 
portrait 


The engravers woiked simultaneously on 


their special paits, and when finished these 
were put together by a pi ocess which need 
not be detailed, so as to form the complete 
plate 
Another feature of the design is 


the nariow border on the face of the note 
and the broad border framing the view on 
the back. These are foi med of geometric 
lacewoi k of extreme intricacy and delicacy, 
which is produced by a machine of very ex- 
pensive construction, aud the movements 
of which are so intricate that if the oper- 
ator lost the register of the wheels and in- 
dices he would not be able to reproduce the 
same design. Great reliance is therefore 
placed upon this machine for outwitting 
the ingenuity of the counterfeiter. 


The practice in a good deal of so called 


steel plate engraving is to transfer the de- 
sign from the plate to stone, and then print 
from the latter. In the case of bank notes, 
the plate, and the result is that the lines 
are much more delicately reproduced on 
the paper, and the difficulty of imitation is 
thereby enhanced. The paper is made from 
fine liuen rags, which impait the qualities 
of durability and softness, so that it can be 
folded iiv ithout cracking—almost like the 
material from which it is manufactured. 


The front of the note is printed in blue 


ink on two grounds—one of red and the 
other of yellow, while the back is blue on a 
pale ground of yellow. The tints are line 
printed from relief blocks, and the printing 
trom the plate from the blue ink follows. 
The colois weie chosen with a distinct view 
to the possibilities of photo lithography. 
The first proofs that wer«' pulled when put 
to the test were found not to be altogether 
satisfactory, and after a series of experi- 
ments those colors were employed which 
gave, it is believed, absolute security. 


In the handling of the paper and the 


printed notes there is an elaborate check 
system When the paper reaches the print- 
er from the paper maker, every sheet is care- 
fully counted, and at each stage the same 
precaution is taken. At the termination of 
the printing the notes are finally counted 
and packed up for delivery. If there are 
any "spoils," they arobumocU The plates 
are kept, In a special box belonging to the 
bank in the strong room. In the case of a 
foreign issue the consul puts his seal upon 
the box. After the notes are sent to the 
bank they have to be signed by an official 
before they are finally ready for issue to the 
public.—Pall Mall Budget.

Dirty coals require to be "pricked " Some 
furnaces in which the tubes require a vast 
surface of heating power necessitate the 
creation of as much name as possible. 


A careless man when engaged in cleaning 


out a furnace will rake out the clinkers and 
refuse and at the same time allow the fire 
to die down. Then, when the furnace door 
is opened in order to pile on fresh fuel, the 
cold air is admitted and the internal mech- 
anism of the furnace, that a few minutes 
previously was played upon by gases heated 
to upward of 2,000 degrees Fahrenheit, is 
now subjected to a draft whose tempera- 


I ture is but 50 or 60 degrees Fahrenheit. The 


strain caused by such a thermometric range 
is of the greatest, and a man who knows 
his business will always avoid it by clean- 
ing out his furnace without suffering the 
fire to die down any further than is neces- 
sary.—Chambers' Journal
